SERVICES HELD FOR 
CHARLES FANGENROTH 


Many Pay Last Tribute to 
“Grand Old Man’’ in New 
Edwardsville Church. 


The first funeral at the new First 
Presbyterian Church at Edwards- 
ville was that yesterday afternoon 
of Charles W. Fangenroth, the 
“grand old man” of the town, who 
had been an elder since 1868, and 
the new and larger building was 
so crowded that men stood in the 
vestibule. / 

Fangenroth was 93 years’ old, 
and had resided 80 years on an 
80-acre farm two miles west of 
Edwardsville, which he had  de- 
veloped from scrubby pasture land 
and wild timber to the source of 
farm products, especially peaches, 
admired at fairs for miles around, 
including the old St. Louis Fair 
and the State fair at Springfield. 

He had been ill for two years be- 
fore his death Sunday night, and 
had lost his sight and hearing, re- 
maining, however, extraordinarily 
interested in things despite those 
handicaps. 

Family Sails From Germany. 

The Fangenroth family left Ber- 
lin when Charles was 13, sailing 
from Bremen to New Orleans in 
eight weeks and five days. They 
came up the Mississippi on. the 
steamboat “‘Benjamin Franklin” to 
St. Louis, where they remained six 
weeks looking for a farm. The 
story goes that young Charles se- 
lected it because a few June apple 
trees had been planted. 

Neighbors warned them they 
“couldn't raise white beans on that 
place.” A family, which includ- 
ed seven sons, resided there, with 
eight horses and 14 hounds. The 
father and sons planted a little 
corn below the bluffs a mile and 
a half distant and spent the rest 
of the year hunting -deer, turkey, 
‘possum and raccoon. One of 
Charles Fangenroth’s first duties 
was to keep deer out of the June 
apple patch. Now electric cars run 
within 300 yards of his home.

That 
was in 1844, when the flooding 
Mississippi reached to the bluffs. 
Charles and his father, with the 
neighbor and his son. hauled the 
apples 15 miles south to Casey- 
ville, and stayed overnight in the 
attic of a flooded farmhouse. In 
the morning they loaded the ap- 
ples in two skiffs and fought their 
way across the current for about 
seven miles to St. Louis, landing on 
Second street. 


Plants First Orchard. 

When the boy was 16 he took 
over nine acres and planted his 
first orchard, never ceasing there- 
after to experiment with it, al- 
though it was only a side line. un- 
til, at the age of 60, he let his sons 
manage the rest of the farm. At 
one time he had 15 varieties of 
wheat growing side by side. When 
he was 65 he had 1500 peach trees 
in 30 varieties, including one he 
produced, and was much sought 


after at fairs and farmers’ insti- 
tutes. 


Many of the peaches. want to 
waste, and Fangenroth’'s object was 
pleasure rather than profit. One 
afternoon he took a wagonload to 
town and handed out two or three 
peaches to each pupil as school let 
out. He was a member of the dis- 
trict School Board for 30 years. 

He is survived by two sons, two 
daughters, six grandsons and eight
